Weber Ends 20-Year 


Career as Chancellor

UNO will lose one of its great- 


est assets when Chancellor Del We- . 


ber leaves on June 30. Weber an- 
-nounced his retirement in a Jan. 15 
press conference, ending a 20-year 
career that began back in 1977. 

“I have truly enjoyed watch- 
ing this institution grow and mature 
into what I believe is a first-class 
metropolitan university,” Weber 
said. “I just hope that I brought a 
sense of integrity to the position [of 
chancellor], a willingness to listen 
to people, and an opportunity for 


people to participate in the process | 


of making UNO a better institution.” 
Weber began his term in Sep- 
tember 1977 and has served as chan- 
cellor longer than any of his prede- 
cessors. He surpassed even the 18- 
year term served by Dr. Daniel 
Jenkins, the founding president of 
what is now UNO (1909-1927). - 


UNO has seen many improve- . 


ments and additions since 1977. 
These include the Durham Science 
Center, the bell tower, renovation of 
Arts and Sciences Hall, construction 

of the Fine Arts Building and cre-

ation of a doctoral program. Other 
achievements in the works are the 
upcoming creation of the College of 
Information Sciences and Technol- 
ogy (IS&T) and the prospect of 
dormitories on campus. 


But Weber refuses to take full 


credit for these accomplishments. 
“These are not my achievements,” 
he said. “Rather, they represent the 
efforts of talented and committed 
individuals working together for our 
students, this community and this 


state.” 


UNO now faces the difficult 


challenge of replacing Weber. 
Members of the chancellor selection 
committee include UNO faculty, 
Students and community leaders. 
Before Weber leaves, though, 


he has many projects left on his. 


agenda. One of the biggest projects 


is the construction of dormitories on | 
campus. “I fully intend, by the time

Ground was broken this 
March for the building which will 
house UNO’s first new college in 20 
years, the Information Science and 
Technology Institute (IS&T). 

The site of the new building, 
UNO’s new south campus, was 
made possible when First Data Re- 
sources (FDR) of Omaha purchased 


140 acres of land from Douglas 


County. The land was previously 
part of the Aksarben race track. 
FDR, upon purchasing the land, do- 
nated half of the 140 acre tract to 
the University of Nebraska. 

The Omaha-based 
telemarketing company will build 
its own new office park next to the 
IS&T building. FDR hopes to be- 
come a partner with UNO on re- 
search, education and internships. 

The battle to bring IS&T to 


a 


UNO began when Omaha business | 
leaders told University of Nebraska 


officials that there. was a need for a 
new engineering and technology 
college to meet the needs of the 
Omaha business community. — 

“T’m glad to have it over,’ ’ said 
outgoing UNO chancellor Del We- 
ber upon final approval of the sale 
by the Douglas County Board, “and 
happy for the state of Nebraska be- 
cause I think it’s such a wonderful 
project.” — 

The future of the project was 
not always so certain. Proponents of 
live racing in Omaha tried 'to block 
the sale of the property in an attempt 
to bring horse racing back to Omaha. 
Meanwhile, FDR, pointing to its 
need to begin site preparations and 
construction as soon as possible, put 
a year-end deadline on county ap- 


proval of the sale. 

The board waited until the 
11th hour, passing the measure on 
December 31 by a 6-1 margin. 

The new building is to be 
opened by the fall semester in 1999 
and will house laboratory, research, 
office and computer lab space. 

The additional land on the new 
South Campus will give UNO, 
which has been landlocked by 
Elmwood Park and residential 
neighborhoods for several decades, 
room to grow in the future. 

“IT would not have recom- 
mended going to Aksarben if it was 
just for IS&T,” Weber said. 

Weber suggested that the ad- 
ditional space could be used for 
other building projects such as dor- 
mitories, athletic practice fields or — 
other classroom buildings..

waiting for her on the Internet. The 
woman, who asked to remain 
anonymous, is a former 911 opera- 
tor and had access to nationwide 
emergency numbers. The Connecti- 


cut woman was able to contact UNO 


Campus Security who could reach 
Hess faster than the local police. 

The woman said it was second 
nature for her to remain calm dur- 
ing such an event, but it was hard 
since it was someone she knew and 
cared about. 

After campus security arrived, 
Hess had them call the Omaha Po-

Two debates were held. The

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Dean Gouttierre Travels to Afghanistan 


for United Nations Special Peace Mission

Thomas Gouttierre, dean of 
International Studies and Programs 
at UNO and UNMC, had more than 
grading papers and tardy students 
to worry about this semester. Nomi- 
nated by the State Department, 
~ Gouttierre served as a senior politi- 
cal affairs officer for the United Na- 
_ tions special political mission in Af- 
ghanistan. 

‘Members of the team, led by 
Dr. Norbert Holl of Germany, were 
very energetic and devoted to the 
mission Gouttierre said. “Everyone 
~ on the mission is highly committed 
to peace in Afghanistan and is 
highly knowledgeable about their 
subject. They believed deeply in the 


- need for the mission and under far 


from ideal conditions.” 

He spent most of his time 
meeting with diplomats from other 
countries, or gathering information 
on the groups involved in the war 
and determihing their response to 
proposed peace meetings. The team 
met with leaders and representatives 
of the groups fighting. These meet- 
ings took Gouttierre to all parts of 
Afghanistan and Pakistan, includ- 
ing the cities of Kabul, Qandahaar 
and Baamiyaan. “Our intent was 
to get each faction to agree to par- 
ticipate in peace talks,” he ex- 
plained. 
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The many meetings kept 
Gouttierre and his colleagues ex- 
tremely busy. “As political affairs

Students Fight for Revival of Campus Radio

KBUL will be the future stu- 
dent-operated campus radio station 


if student advocates are successful . 


in their bid to resurrect student op- 
erated radio on campus. 


Following the demise of 


KBLZ in 1995 during the renova- 
tion of the Milo Bail Student Cen- 
ter, doubt has hung over the future 
of campus radio like Damocles’ 
sword. ; 

With anew commitment from 


students including Joe Hammon, | 
president of KBUL, and Peter Soby, | 


vice president, student radio at UNO 
may have a future. They have 
formed a student organization com- 
mitted to recreating a radio station 
in the student center. Initially, they 
~~ proposed the station be piped into 
MBSC and the Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation buildings, 
with plans for a small broadcast op- 
-eration within three years. 


The prior station, KBLZ, was 
never broadcast. The wiring for their _ 


piped-in music was removed from 
_ the student center and not replaced 
during the renovation of the MBSC. 

The projected cost of rewiring, es- 
timated at $10,000, was not included 
in the renovation budget. Students 
have been told they will need to pay 
for this expense as one condition of 
reviving student radio. 

Students selected a new name 
for the station as a way to distinguish 
between the old. and new stations 
and to signal a' new beginning. 

Dr. Chris Allen, associate pro- 
fessor of communication, has agreed 
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“to serve as faculty advisor to the 


group. Allen and student advocates 
met with Guy Conway, director of 
the MBSC, to determine what would 
need to be done to get student radio 
in operation. 

Paperwork is being complesce 


_and filed with the Student Govern- 


ment to try to obtain official orga- 
nization status prior to the end 
of the spring semester. 


Students have adopted /,gazy ; 


a constitution and agree- 
ments to create confidence 
in their ability to run a 
quality student or- 
ganization and_ 
comply 
with broad- 
cast stan- 
dards. The 
proposed 
format 
would not 
duplicate 
that of 
KBLZ, but 
would in- 
clude a variety of music including 
top-40, requests, and talk radio. 
Student support has been in- 


dicated through petitions, requested 


by Conway to help determine 
whether there was student support 
beyond the core group. 

Students polled during the 
spring semester said they felt it 
would increase student awareness 
and involvement on campus. They 
also felt it would provide valuable 
experience to broadcast students.

1997 is Omaha’s own,. Rasheen 
Coleman. 


Coleman is not an ordinary 
success story. At age nine, Coleman 
had to become an adult. He had 
been kidnapped twice by his drug- 
addicted mother, who had physi- 
cally and emotionally abused him. 

He had to become a parent to 
his brother and sister. He clothed 
and fed them, tucked them in at 
night, and took them to school in the 
morning. Coleman and his siblings 
stayed with Coleman’s great grand- 
mother, “Big Ma,” after being 


placed in various foster homes. 


In 1988, his mother died of 
AIDS, and a year later “Big Ma” 
died. Coleman describes the death 


of “Big Ma” as “devastating” be-. 


cause “she was the only real mother” 


he knew. Coleman attributes his 


“God fearing values” to his great 


grandmother. 

In 1990, Coleman and family 
moved from Alabama to Nebraska 
to live with their aunt. Coleman 


became involved with the Boys &: 


Girls Club among other projects. At 
the age of 12, he was the president 
of the Torch Club, a community ser- 


‘vice group, and editor of the Torch 


News. At the age of 16, Coleman 
became vice president of the Key- 
stone Club, a nationally recognized 
leadership group. | 

“The Keystone Club was si: 
nificant to me, because it helped 
shape my personal goals and per-

The city of Bethsaida, built 
around the 10th century B.C., was 
occupied for at least 1,400 to 1,500 
years. 

“Before that we are unsure,” 
said Chiarbos. 

Located by the Sea of Galilee, 
Bethsaida was a major city for tran- 
sit and commerce and a major ur- 
ban center for the _ biblical 
Geshurites. Bethsaida was con- 
quered by the Greeks, Hasmoneans

and Romans dur- 
ing its existence. 
This city is the 
birthplace of the 
apostles Peter and 
Andrew and, ac- 
cording to the 
New Testament, 
this city was the 
site of the feeding 
of the multitudes, 
healing of the 
blind man,and 
Jesus walking on 
the waters. 

This historical site has pro- 
duced several finds for archeolo- 
gists. A palace complex and city 
wall were unearthed showing the 
significance. of this city in that pe- 
riod. Currently, archeologists are 


trying to uncover the palace of . 


Bethsaida, as this will help arche- 
ologists understand more about the 
palace of King Solomon in Jerusa- 
lem.

$2,500 is airfare, room and board. Students ean re- 
ceive up to six credits in philosophy/religion, inter- 
national studies, geography or geology for participat- 
ing. 

During their stay, diggers can expect to rise early 
and end the day early. 7 

““At 5:30 a.m. we are at the site,” said Chiarbos. 

Breakfast and an afternoon Popsicle break hap- 
pen on-site. At 12:30 p.m. the diggers go back to the 


kibbutz for lunch. (A.kibbutz is a collective farm.) — 


After lunch they go back to the site and dig until 4:30 
_ p.m. The rest of the day is free time. 
During the evening, diggers can go swimming 
in the Sea of Galilee, attend evening lectures, and 
watch Dr. Arav do pottery reading, said Chirabos.

Only one Maverick football 
team since 1987 had won more 
games than they lost. As recently as 
1994, the Mavs were a paltry 1-10.

The first undeniable confirma- 
tion of their strength as a whole team 


came against the then No. | team in 


the country. 

After starting 2-0 on the séa- 
son, the Mavs had lost a one-point 
gut-wrencher to Mankato State at 
home. That 16-15 loss served as a 
gut-check for the young Mavericks. 
They had missed four scoring op- 
portunities and had come up short 
in the final minutes. ) 

The following week they 
would have to face perennial power 
and top-ranked North Dakota State 
(NDSU). In previous years the Mavs 


might have folded. 


“We can’t focus on this loss,” 
Mav Head Coach Pat Behrns said 
at the time. 


The Mavs listened and re-

NDSU in the FargoDome — the 
first time any UNO team had won 
there. 

Facing a 21-7 deficit in the 
third quarter and 12,000 screaming 
Bison fans, the Mavs came back to 
within three at 21-18. After taking 
over at their own 20 with 3:17 left 
to play, the Mavs did what they were 
not supposed to be able to do. They 
marched down the field, scored, and 
won. 

“The first half they wore us 


down quite a bit,” defensive back | 
Cedric Welch said after the game. 
“At halftime we had a heart check 
and knew what we had to do in the 
second half.” 

That halftime heart check may 
have helped them for the rest of the 
season, for the Mavs seemed to 
know what they had to do in each 
of the next seven games to win. 

One of the Mavs toughest tests 
of the season came on October 19 
against the eventual national cham-

Over these last two years, 
Leahy has been involved in imple- 
menting several new additions to the 
program.
